For some time past, it is declared, the 
Hamburg-Amerika has been following 
closely the movements of the Nord- 
deutscher Lloyd in a sustained effort of 
competition. This has culminated in the 
demand for greater shares in the profits 
allotted to the German companies. 

The reason for this demand is the 
enormous carrying capacity of the ships 
of the Imperator line which, Herr Ballin 
insists, render redistribution necessary 
unless the interests of that line are to 
be purchased. Herr Heineken, managing 
director of the Norddeutscher Lloyd, has 
declined to admit this or agree to the 
Hamburg-Amerika claim, and the dispute | 
has become so acute that not even the 
influence of the Kaiser himself has been 
suflicient to bring about an agreement. 

At the first day’s meeting the Ham- 
burg-Amerika line demanded a redistri- 
bucion of profits with the Norddeutscher | 
Lioyd. The reply of the Norddeutscher

of the unemployed to be in the first 
place a matter for the empire, and that 
the imperial parliament and the federal 
council be asked to introduce a atate 
insurance bill for the unemployed. Unti! 
this was done the care of the unemployed 
would have to be undertaken by the 

communalities. 

This proposal gave rise to an animated 
discussion at the meeting of the town 
deputies. Dr. Goendeler stated on behalf 
of the town council that the German 
towns association, to which Solingen also 
belonged, had already presented a peti- 
tion, which embodied this proposal, at 
the proper quarters. The had 
also made careful inquiries at all the 
factories in the district to the 
present state of employment and found 
that only in one large factory had it 
been necessary to reduce the working 
days from six to four in the week: this 
restriction had, however, with- 
drawn and the full time resumed two 
weeks before Dec. 25. 

A communal unemployment insurance, 
Dr. Goendeler stated, was not workable, 
because the insurance could not be made 
compulsory for working people. The So- 
cialist speaker replied that many home- 
workers in the cutlery branch 
only working half time. A cutler was a 
specialist and could not go to another 
town to find work as a bricklayer might, 
and moreover he was often tied to his 
home, because he was his own landlord. 
On the other hand the cutlers frequently 
received good offers of employment from 
American, English, Italian and Spanish 
firms, and consequently there was, in 
times of distress, danger of damaging 
the industry by. competition. 

The trade unions had paid in 383,06 
during 1908 and 1909 to unemplOyed 
members, and it was desirable that the 
towns of the Solingen industrial 
trict should unite in forming an insur- 
ante scheme to save the industry. He 
pleaded that at least a committee should 
be appointed to investigate and discuss 
the matter with the other towns. 

Only the 10 Socialist members voted 
for the proposal, the 20 Conservative 
members, including many prominent in- 
dustrialists, voting against it as well as 
other trade union proposals, which were 
consequently lost.

Bombarding Saturn’s Rings

¥.R.8., Savilian professor of astronomy,

Briefly his theory is that in certain 
years Saturn’s Rings are bombarded by

author himself says, wildly improbable ; | 
but the evidence in its favor is extreme: | 
ly interesting. It has for long been | 
known that about every 11 years there 
is an outbreak of sunspots, but since 
1750, when regular observations began, 
curious irregularities have been discov- 
ered. Many investigators have attempted 
to solve this problem, and have come to 
different conclusions about it. Protes- 
sor Turner, a few weeks ago, discovered 
by testing the series for discontinuities, 
ahat there were distinct breaks about 
1766, 1800, 1833, 1866, 1900, and these 
are the dates when the Leonid meteor 
showers took place. 

The orbit o. the Leonids is some 
distance from the sun, so that these 
meteors could not alone be the direct 
cause of the sun spots. The orbit of 
Saturn, however, crosses that of the 
leonids, and it seemed possible that some 
of the meteors might have been detached 
from the Leonid swarm by Saturn and 
have formed a subsidiary swarm. It was 
found, however, that this would not ac- 
count for the sunspots, since in order 
to fall into the sun these meteors must 
be brought. to rest; otherwise their 
original velocity would cause them to 
¢race an orbit round the sun. But if 
the Leonida encountered the rings of 
Saturn they would collide with bodies 
of approximately their own size, and 
some of them moving with equal and 
opposite velocities. Many of the Leonids 
and of the tiny satellites forming 
Saturn's Rizgs would thus be momentar- 
ily brought almost to rest and either 
fall into the sun, or graze ita surface. 
The dates of these possible encounters 
ean be calculated approximately and they 
are A. D, 271, 537, 802, 1068, 1333, 1598, 
1863. 


History of Leonids 


The Leonidas were brought 
system by Uranus in A. D. 126, thus there 
are mo dates before 271. The Chinese 
bave yecords of sunspots for the 2000 
years before our modern observations 
began, and these records show that all 
the above dates except the second, were 
preceded by a blank and followed by an 
outbreak of sunspots. These meteors 
. fall into the sun with a velocity of 400 
miles a second, and since their direction 
is opposite to that of the rotation of 
the sun, they drive the area of distur- 
bance backwards. This may account 
for the different velocities of spots on 
different parts of the sun, since the 
“hackdrive” will be greater at points 
above or below the equator, the opposing 
velocity due to the rotation of the sun 
being greater at the equator. 

This theory, if found to be correct, 
mav, Professor Turner says in the 
Times, account for many other unex- 
plained phenomena not only with re- 
gard to sunspots, but also disturbances 
of the orbits of other planets. It is as 
vet only a theory, however, and requires 
much proof before it can be established 
as a true explanation of the observed 
facts.

for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
there is anything in the conduct of a 
corporation or in its relations to other 
corporations or individuals which vio- 
lates the Sherman act. In case any such 
violation is found to exist, the commis- 
sion shall report in full to the attorney- 
general “in order that said corporation 
may thereafter comply with the terms of 
said act” and to aid the attorney-general 
in terminating, by agreement with the 
corporation affected or by suit, the up- 
lawful conduct or condition. 

In the section of the measure providing 
for publicity of the conditions surround- 
ing business corporations, despite the 
fact that there has been much agitation 
against immunity to individuals who 
might testify or produce evidence in in- 
quiries conducted by the commission, im- 
munity is granted to individuals, except 
for perjury. There is, however, no im- 
munity to corporations. 


Publicity Is Provided 


The bill sets forth that the commis- 
sion shall require all corporations en- 
gaged in commerce among the states, or 
with other nations, except common car- 
whether required by the general 
rules and regulations for regular infor- 
mation Or information specially asked, to 
furnish to the commission information. 

Striking at secret sessions of direct- 
oOrates and other bodies the bill directs 
that the commission shall have complete 
access to all records, accounts, minutes, 
books and papers of the corporations, in- 

cluding the records of any of their execu- 
tive or other committees. 

Failure or neglect of corporations to 
comply with this requirement, after 
written demand and within such time as 
the commission shall fix, is made punish- 
able as a misdemeanor. with a fine of 
1000 a day, upon conviction.

Against Interlocking 

The interlocking directorate bill would 
provide that, after two years from the 
date of its approval, no person engaged 
as an individual, member of partner- 
ship officer of a corporation in the 
or selling 
railroad cars or locomotives, rails, struc- 
mining or selling coal or 
the conduct of a bank or trust company 
should act in any capacity as an em- 
ployee of any railroad or public service 
corporation doing an interstate business. 

It would provide that no _ person 
should, at the same time, be an employee 
in two or more banks, banking associa- 
tions or trust companies, which are mem- 
bers of any reserve bank operating un- 
der the new currency law, and that no 
private banker or person who is a direc- 
tor in any state bank or trust company, 
not operating under the new currency 
law, should be eligible to be a director 
in any bank operating under the act. 

For violations a fine of $100 a day or 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both, is proposed. 

The measure would further provide 
that if after two years from the ‘ap- 
proval of the bill, any corporations en- 
gaged in interstate or foreign commerce 
were found to have common directors, 
that fact should be considered as con- 
clusive evidence that no competition ex- 
isted between them. 


Trade Relations 


The “trade relations” bill would pro- 
vide that it should be deemed an attempt 
to monopolize trade or commerce to dis- 
criminate in price with the intent to 
injure a competitor either of the pur- 
chasera or the seller, provided discrim-| 
ination in price on account of differ- 


ences in grade, quality or quantity, or 
on account of due allowance for dif- 
ference in cost of transportation, should 
not be prevented, and provided further 
that nothing in the bill should prevent 
persons engaged in selling goods from 
selecting their own customers. This lat- 
ter provision would not authorize the 
owner or operator of a mine to refuse 
arbitrarily to sell its product to a re- 
sponsible purchaser. 

It would also provide that it would 
be deemed an attempt at monopoly for 
any person to make a sale or fix a price 
or discount rate from such price on the 
condition that the purchaser should not 
deal in the goods of a competitor of the 
seller. 

Whenever, in any civil or criminal suit 
brought on behalf of the government 
under the act, a decree is rendered to the 
effect that a defendant has entered into 
a eontract, combination in form 
of trust or otherwise, or conspiracy 
in restraint of trade, or has at- 
tempted to monopolize, or combined 
with any person to monopolize any part 


of trade, the bill would provide that the

Jn an- 
thracite, demand was stimulated by the 
strike at New York loading porta. Ex- 
tent of the cold wave, except in the un- 
usually mild Northwest, forced move- 
ment of coal, and New England partic- 
ularly increased consumption. 

Curtailed production has been a force 
and promises much activity for imme- 
diate future. Mines will undoubtedly be 
on full time for the rest of the season. 
Prices have braced and have advanced 
for best grades. Stove heads demand. 
Egg is better. Pea has been at premium. 
Line trade is good, Retail distribution 
is good. 

The financial and commercial improve- 
ment is favorably influencing all coals. 
The feeling that business revival ie here 
is putting renewed energy into the di- 
tuminous market. 

There has been large storing of steam 
coal. While, of course, fear of labor 
troubles may be advantageously stimu- 
lated, it is inevitable there will be dis- 
locations of the coal situation within a 
few weeks. Opinions as to the length of 
time that this will last differ, but the 
fact of the arising of some coal strin- 
gency pending labor adjustments is sufli- 
ciently, certain to cause factories and 
railroads to seek increase of their coal 
piles.

It is a desirable 
thing, for numerous reasons, that there should be at least a momen- 
tary pause in criticism now and then, that account may be taken of 
the good the schools have done and are doing, and that proper 
recognition and appreciation should be bestowed upon them. 

Refreshing, encouraging and welcome, therefore, are the facts 
brought out by Philander P. Claxton of the United States commis- 
sion of education- in an address delivered at Worcester, Mass., a 
few days ago. These facts, stated modestly enough, make quite 
iin impressive array. Summarized briefly, they show that the 
public schools of the United States have educated 90,000,000 people 
in the last forty years; that they have reduced illiteracy from 22 
to 7 per cent; that they have reduced illiteracy among negroes from 
95 to 15 per cent, and that they have reduced illiteracy among 
immigrants to 12 per cent. 

This is a splendid showing, but no earnest friend or defender 
of the public school system, not even Commissioner Claxton, will 
claim perfection for it. On the contrary, the greater the loyalty 
to that system the greater the desire and the more persistent the 
effort to improve it. Thus, Commissioner Claxton would estab- 
lish school terms of equal length, build up a great corps of thor- 
oughly trained teachers, see that every child may take advantage 
of all the public school offers, prevent cutting of the education 
»eriod, give greater variety to the curriculum, establish a six-year 
elementary school and, finally, make possible a three-hour school 
day 300 days in the year, giving a total of 900 hours of study a year. 


a strong movement is in progress looking to the raising of the rural 
school to the town and city standard. Success in this particular 
may be put down as fundamental to the success of any general 
movement toward the soil. 

Establishment of social centers in farming communities, and 
other improvements calculated to brighten existence in the country, 
may come, and should come in proper time, but the very first thing 
to do in order that home-makers may be induced to the farms in 
considerable numbers is to provide schools that will assure to 
country-bred children equivalent educational advantages with the 
children of town and city. This is not impossible. Standardiza- 
tion of the schools in eyery state would bring it about.

IN A GENERAL sort of way the relic hunter 
is one of the most futile of individuals. He 
pursues the cloak of Sir Walter Raleigh or 
the shoe of Queen Elizabeth with all the 
devotion of the quest of Sir Galahad or the 
eagerness of Stephenson in search of the 
secret of the steam engine. Calverley has pil- 
loried the most senseless phase of this curious 
profession in those delightful lines written 
after a visit to St. Michael’s Mount:

with which a great workman does his work have always an interest 
of their own. These relics are absolutely all that have been pre- 
served of the opulent days of the famous painter, when he lived

national, state and municipal. It remains to inquire how well 
founded is that reliance. 

Development of antagonism to the merit.rule that places bar- 
riers in the way of partizan capture of offices, as now evidenced in 
the United States Congress, may be regarded as showing only the 
habitual inclination of politicians. It is constantly reappearing, 
when official places are insufficient to meet the partizan demand. 
Even in the period when Massachusetts has been advancing the 
reform to the point of protecting the state’s service almost com- 
pletely and that of the cities and towns in large measure, it has been 
questioned if the legislators, being politicians, would support the 
movement if left wholly to their own impulses. There is ground 
for the belief that they would not. Their favorable action is the 
expression of their deference to a well established public demand. 
Even here there is lacking proof that the submission of a direct 
issue to the voters would find them aligned against the spoils 
practise. 

The actual reliance is in the insistence upon a moral treatment 
of the service by men who are devoted to it and whose vigor pre- 
vents abandonment of the ground gained.’ The case for a service 
based on merit is not debatable. Men are held to acquiescence in 
it by recognition of the soundness of its claim. Its rightness rather 
than its demonstrated popularity is its security. As in the present 
situation in Congress, so constantly and everywhere, there is grave 
necessity that the conscience of the people be appealed to and that 
there shall not be over-confidence in the subsidence of the old claim 
of party proprietorship in public places against the common good. 


THe spectacle of a considerable and typical 
group of clergymen in New York city and 
Brooklyn acting as hosts at a formal repast 
given in honor of Sir Johnston Forbes-Rob- 
ertson, just as he was about closing his metro- 
for politan engagement, is of a sort that the

| Actor a generation ago. At that time teachers of 
religion and ethics who ministered by pulpit 
preachment were not permitted, either by lay 
opinion within the church or by ecclesiastical law, to admit any fel- 
lowship with a preacher treading the playhouse stage. Nor is there 
any such permission today, so far as ecclesiastical regulation goes. 
The church law is not enforced as it used to be and both laity and 
clergy assert a freedom of choice not known in any previous stage 
of society. 

To explain the changed point of view is not so difficult. Mere 
reaction and revolt account for some of the transformation: Bonds 
of authority are relaxed. Discipline is not stern. But there are 
other and profounder reasons than this. Men have been led to see 
the injustice of wholesale condemnation of an ancient profession and 
art and to substitute for it the same discriminating tests of charac- 
ter that they use in judging any calling. Idealism of belief and 
conduct have been discovered where tradition said they never could 
flourish. The dramatic or histrionic form of truth-telling has been 
rediscovered to be quite as ancient in its intellectual pedigree as 
the hortatory and homiletic method of preaching. The orthodox 
church, like the university, the woman’s club and the press, has been 
torced to make terms with the theater and admit it as a social factor, 
not to be exorcised but to be controlled if possible in the interests of 
high art and noble didactic purpose. 


Last but not least, the lives of eminent actors have been shown 
to be so very much like those of other high-minded artists and 
exponents of other professional ideals, that to maintain the older 
attitude of proscription of all players has not been possible for the 
modern teacher, whether he be allied with a school or a church. 
Consequently, in both the academic and the ecclesiastical worlds, 
ostracism of plays and players is no more. Intellectual power, 
moral probity, and a spirit of social service are being allowed and 
made to count, and virtue no longer goes unrecognized. Ethical 
idealism, romance, free play for qualities of imagination, reasonable 
reverence for tested codes of conduct, are ends of social endeavor 
for which both church and theater strive when in their best moods 
of civic consecration. Their common foes can be defeated by a 
combined campaign for decency and respect for virtue.

great North American republic is in duty 
bound to develop such fuel oil reserves as 
it has within the national domain, and that, 
to some degree at least, under direct government control so that the 
navy may not be at the mercy of private owners. Could the inner 
history of much that is now happening in Mexico, Colombia, Peru 
and other lands not remote from the Panama canal be told freely 
the public would understand how large a factor in current jnter- 
national maneuverings is this matter of fuel supply. 

Fortunately for the United States, it still has, underlying lands 
vested in the government, great untapped reservoirs of oil which 
official guardians of public interests are making it their business to 
protect and to. utilize as occasion demands. In addition there are 
oil-producing tracts, formerly government property but obtained 
unlawfully for private exploitation, which are now being fought 
over in the courts, witha view to their restoration to national control. 

Last but not least there are the immensely valuable oil lands 
of Oklahoma, with title vested in the Indians. Much of this prop- 
erty, One way or another, has passed into the hands of the whites: 
and more of it is likely to undergo such a change unless some action 
is taken. It has dawned upon the federal officials charged with 
1esponsibility for the Indians that this oil-producing territory might 
better be controlled by the nation than by its probable future white 
owners; and an investigation of the plan to secure such control by 
equitable means, now being carried on by the Indian bureau, seems 
eminently wise and fitting.

the “back to the land” motto fails to convey 
the right idea, or fails to convey the right 
idea in the most attractive manner. “Back 
to the land,” as she views it, implies a return 
to the land as it has been known and to a large degree disliked by 
several generations. Old time farming was dreary, she says, and 
the purpose of the Forward to the Land League is to substitute for 
it something that will be cheerful and comfortable and profitable 
to all who engage in it. 

We do not know how far the new league will be able to interest 
the whole country in its plan to promote farming groups or com- 
munities, and to establish social centers in these communities so 
that farmers and their families may have sociability and agreeable 
interests. But in many parts of the country work that may be 
regarded as preparatory to the forward to the land movement is 
now under way. With one notable instance the readers of the 
Monitor are, we believe, fairly well acquainted. This is the revolu- 
tionary rural school movement in Cook county, Ill. One of the 
principal objections of parents to the farming occupation is the 
educational disadvantage that goes with it. Thousands of com- 
fortable homes in the country are broken up annually that town or 
city schooling may be secured to the children; thousands of families 
are deterred from leaving the crowded towns and cities annually 
and settling in the country by the consideration that the children 
the former. In Cook 
county, Ill., and in many other parts of the United States at present,

Harrison’s plurality was 17,325. Chicago has frequently reversed 
itself politically within two years. The predecessor of the present 
mayor was a Republican.

Certain aldermen 
have held their’ wards through all political changes of administra- 
tion for years. 

Next month, for the first time in the city’s history, women will 
vote at the municipal primaries; they will vote for the election of 
aldermen for the first time in March. Because the franchise of 
Illinois women does not extend to constitutional offices, and because 
they cannot, therefore, vote for all persons up for election in Chicago 
next spring, they will have separate ballot boxes. Wa5ith a further 
extension of the franchise, so as to include their right to vote for 
state officers and presidential electors, they will be required, or priv~ 
ileged, to vote side by side with the men. But in the meantime, as 
cne of their leaders puts it, “separate ballot boxes will enable us 
to keep tab on the number of women’s votes, and we'll get some 
valuable figures. We'll have women watching at the polls and 
women judges of election, so it is going to be an honest election.” 

Eight places in the city council will be sought by women at 
this initial election under equal suffrage, and the leaders appear to 
have considerable confidence in their ability to obtain them. In 
some of the wards where the women have “slated” candidates it is 
more than probable that they will obtain the united support of the 
respectable male element. The latter has not been able of its own 
strength to remove the incubus of organization rule; there is hope 
for redemption of the wards and a triumph for decency in the 
etrength and enthusiasm of the woman's vote.
